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At the above Rates it will amount unto Five millions, one hundred and eighteen 
thouſand, ſeven hundred and fifry Pounds a Year. 

The One hundred and eighteen thouſand, ſeven hundred and fifry Pounds, I allow 
for Charges. 

[ humbly propoſe that the ſaid Tax be colleted every Monday, by Two Perſons, 
appointed by each Pariſh, for the ſame 3 their Salary to be paid by the Pariſh, and 
the ſaid Pariſh obliged for the Truſt repos'd in them, and the Mony ſo colleRed. 

The Rates at firſt to be ſettled by thirteen of the Chief Perſons in each Pariſh 
(upon Oath) or the major Part of them. 

That what (hall be ſo colleted Weekly ſhall be paid 1n Quarterly to his Majeſty's 
Receiver General for each County. 


Thoſe that pay One Farthing a Day payeth but Seven and ſeven Pence a Year ; and 
may be all Servants and the poorer fort of Houſekeepers. 

Thoſe that pay an Halfpenny pay but Fifteen and two Pence. 

Thoſe that pay One Penny pay but Thircy and four Pence a Year. 

Thoſe that pay Two Pence pay bur Three Pound and eight Pence. 


The paying this Tax weekly will be inſenſible to the poorer ſort, and no more 
than often they feel by the Riſe of Corn and Coals. 
The laying this for one Year will give Eaſe to the Landed men, who hitherto have 


born the Burthen of the War. 
This Tax will not be more, nor ſo much, on any, as if laid by an Exciſe, where 


the Trader would adyance on what ſhall be laid. 
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
